Sunday fire damages CCD building in San Bernardino

SAN BERNARDINO — A Sunday morning fire 
damaged the first floor and furnishings of the 
Center for Christian Development here. 


The San Bernardino Fire Department 
described the fire as ‘‘medium’”’ and under 
control in 20-25 minutes. 


Flames were confined to meeting rooms, of- 
fices and kitchen, with smoke blackening parts 
of the second floor of the 12-room, 50-year-old 
converted building.

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THE FIRE BEGAN smoldering during the 
night, according to firemen. They said a couch 
had been placed over a heat grating in the floor 
at a Saturday evening function and left there 
overnight. Thermostat-controlled heating came 
on during the night causing the fire. 


Center activities will be housed in Aquinas 
high school while repairs are underway. The 
center, which serves the northern part, of the 
diocese, is directed by Father Gerald Butler.

‘Black is beautiful’

SAN BERNARDINO — | found a new meaning to 
“black is beautiful.” As our Center for Christian 
Development burned, the black was ugly. But the 
beautiful black was on the faces of the myriad volun- 
teers who gave their time and talent, salvaging what 
they could of our wonderful center. 


The first alarm was turned in at 9 a.m., Sunday. 
Within two hours about 120 people from all over the 
valley were streaming with pickups, trailers, station 
wagons and assorted vehicles filled with families to 
help wherever they could. 

Some carried charred furniture. Others cleaned the 
soot from books, films, office equipment. Others 
loaded vehicles with salvaged remnants. 

AS IF BY MAGIC, fried. chicken and cold drinks 
appeared. Except for the signs of desolation, it had 
all the earmarks of a parish social. 

These same people had worked so hard in building 
this center from a beat-up old house into a warm, 
pulsating nerve center of Christianity. Officially we 
called it the multi-media center for CCD, youth 
center, Cursillo center, adult education workshop 
center, to name just a few. 

By 3:30 p.m. all salvaged equipment was moved 
to temporary quarters at Aquinas high school. And 
everyone is asking “‘When will it open again?” This 
is the beautiful spirit that salvaged the day.

Over $1 million 
for education

IT COSTS MORE than $2,500,000 to run 
the services of the San Diego diocese each 
year. The annual operating statement for 
the diocese, printed as a supplement to 
this issue of the Southern Cross, shows 
that $2,609,185 was spent on diocesan ser- 
vices in 1971. 

Receipts for the year totalled $2,244 101, 
leaving a deficit of $365,084. 

The biggest item of cost, as in previous 
years, is still education, where $1,058,651 
was spent. This is followed by the cost of 
clergy education and support, running to 
$405,465. Third largest expense is interest 
of $318,136 on debts. 


EDUCATION AND support of priests . 


includes the cost of the diocesan share of 
medical and insurance plans, and those 
priests studying here and overseas in 
postgraduate work. Contributions of 
$102,991 were received from parishes and 
priests towards the clergy benefit prog- 
rams. In addition, the Clergy Relief 


Appeal raised $116,056. 


Parish assessments brought in 
$1,359,754 during the year, while special 
diocesan collections added $264,627. 
Funds for collections for purposes outside 
the diocese amounting to $112,000 are self- 
balancing as the money is not retained in 
the diocese. 

New accounting methods were 
introduced during the year under review. 
This has produced a clearer allocation of 
receipts and expenditures than before. 


IN EDUCATION, secondary schools far 
exceed any other cost, at $873,470. 
Elementary schools received $25,969 from 
diocesan funds, while CCD and adult 
education cost $80,561. Work of the New- 
man apostolate on non-Catholic college 
campuses cost $78,651. 


These figures represent the diocesan 
subsidy only and are additional to any 
other funds spent by the institutions 
directly. 


Catholic - Community Services cost 
nearly $300,000 in 1971, showing the grow- 
ing work through social services in the 
four counties. These programs include 
ethnic affairs, youth activities, family ser- 
vices, the Mexican-American conference 
and drug abuse counseling. (See pages

— SC photo 


College students face many similar

IRELAND AND the U.S. are not so 
far apart when it comes to spiritual 
problems among Catholic -college 
students. 


This was brought out by Father 
Brendan Heffernan, first Catholic 
chaplain at predominantly Protestant 
Trinity College, Dublin. 


He is one of 40 participants at a 
national chaplains’ training program 
conducted by the- diocesan campus 
ministry at San Diego State University. 


CATHOLIC COLLEGE students in 
Ireland, Father Heffernan said, ex- 
perience a “‘crisis of faith’’ but usually 
return to the Church. 

_ The crisis comes when youths enter 
college and begin questioning what 
Christian living is all about. 

Father Heffernan told the Southern 
Cross students in his country go 
through a time of uncertainty, non- 
practice of their religion and even 
disbelief because ‘“‘they meet people 
who don’t practice what they preach.”’ 


BUT HE STRESSED, after going 
through arious stages — some even

trying new religions — they come back 
into the Church. 


Irish parents exercise more control 
in families and “‘they are still the 
bosses,’”’ he said, adding that most 
colleges have no dormitories so 
students live at home. 


‘‘Students come to me about conflicts 
in their homes, but most resolve any 
difficulty and remain with their 
families,”’ he said. 


CAMPUS CHAPLAINS in Ireland, 
Father Heffernan said, must also deal 
with problems of drugs and sexual 
promiscuity among students as in other 
countries. 

Priests don’t “beat the pulpit”? any 
more, he said. The chaplain’s job is to 
counsel students when they ask for it 
and not force religious or other beliefs 
on them.

Black Catholics launch national fund drive

BLACK CATHOLICS are launching 
their first national drive for funds to 
aid black priests and nuns. 


Chancelor Grinston, Jr., local 
representative for the National Office 
for Black Catholics told the 
Southern Cross that the campaign is 
aimed at the one million black 
Catholics of the United States. 


“Under the chairmanship of 
Auxiliary Bishop Harold Perry of New 
Orleans, we want to bring home to 
black Catholics concern for the future 
of blacks within the Church,” he said. 


THE CAMPAIGN will, it is hoped, 
raise funds for a six-point program. 
Collections will be made of black 
Catholics in their parishes on October 
8. ; 


The six-point plan aims at: 
1. Recruitment of more black priests 
and religious. 


2. Development of black Catholic lay 
leadership. 

3. Development of authentic black 
Catholic contribution to Catholic 
worship. 


4. The establishment of a training 
center for black priests. 

5. Continuing education program for 
black priests, Sisters and Brothers. 

6. Help for non-blacks who work in 
the black Catholic community. 


GRINSTON SAID it is a “‘total 
program whereby black Catholics can 
exercise a greater responsibility for 
the Church in their community.” 


He will officially announce the 
campaign at a press conference today 
at Christ the King church, San Diego. 
He estimates there are 2,500 black 
Catholics in San Diego. 


He said there is no target figure for 
the campaign and therefore no 
estimate could be given of the way the 
money will be allocated among the six 
program items.

It is no way to go 


It is not only a matter for mourning among Catholic 
journalists that the Fresno diocesan paper will close 
next month. This is the concern of all Catholics, 
everywhere, for it means one less voice in the land 
reflecting the views of the Church in an age when the 
Church’s voice is needed more than ever before. 


The Central California Register, official weekly of 
the diocese of Fresno, will cease publication on July 
20. Bishop Hugh Donohue, regretting the decision, 
says it has been forced by economic circumstances— 
costs up and revenue down. Gerard Sherry, the 
ebullient editor, will now be in charge of the Monitor, 
official newspaper of the San Francisco archdiocese, 
where some fine priest-editors have been in control 
these many years. 


The loss of the Fresno paper means that something 
vital has been lost to the people of God of that diocese 
to the north of us. There is no longer a way for the 
people to communicate with each other, to share 
parish ideas, to share differences of opinion, to share 
the teaching of their bishop. :

which garner so much community advertising. 


We're all in it 


This past month we have had your subscription 
envelopes in the paper, to enable you to carry your 
share of the cost of running a Catholic newspaper. 
There are many who have not yet paid, presumably 
(we hope) waiting for the end,of the month. But how 
many readily accept the responsibility to keep alive 
the faith in the most competitive field of mass com- 
munications? 


We are not asking for charity. We ask simply for 
accountability for a service in which all participate, 
all gain and the Church of God flourishes. If our 
Catholic paper means less to us than the price of a 
ticket to a movie, perhaps our values need a little close 
examination. 


It is not likely that the Fresno event will be repeated 
in this flourishing, vigorous diocese of San Diego. We 
have one of the finest papers in the country, 
acknowledged by its peers.

ty which reflects the spirit of renewal. And we have 
half a million Catholics in four counties who could 
make a big impact on the world.

St. Paul describes it thus: ‘‘In your minds 
you must be the same as Christ Jesus: His state was divine, 
yet he did not cling to his equality with God but emptied 
himself to assume the condition of a slave, and became as 
men are; and being as all men are, he was humbler yet, even 
to accepting death.’’ (Philippians 2:5-8).

Waiting to be told 


AS WOMEN WILL, we were 
talking...about adult education and 
the marathon task of sifting the actual 
need of the people from what they 
consider to be their basic requirement. 


In the atmosphere of academic 
snobbery surrounding the very word 
“education,” few people are bold 
enough to admit to what they really 
mean when they profess to want to 
“know more about the faith.”’ 


There are always those who insist 
that their souls are a-hungering for 
Teilhard de Chardin or an “‘in depth”’ 
study of the Vatican Council 
documents. That this is a hunger 
readily abated is obvious from the poor 
and steadily declining attendance at 
courses dealing in these subjects. 


THEN THERE IS the group who 
demand ‘‘moral theology’’ and 
discussion on ‘‘social issues,’’ but who 
really want to know what to tell their 


teenagers about dating and Mass at- 
tendance and so forth. 

Several years of dogged attendance 
and participation in adult education 
groups lead one to the conclusion that 
the fundamental necessity is basic 
instruction in scripture, first and 
foremost, with pactical application to 
life as we live it from day to day. 

Adult enrichment courses, and the 
increasing output of books of 
theological comment can be im- 
mensely effective, but mainly for a 
fortunate few. By and large, the in- 
struction most of us require is simple 
and fundamental. 


FOR CENTURIES past we Catholics 
have not been encouraged to apply our 
minds to more than memorization of 
catechism formulas and independent 
reasoning comes slowly. We are still

waiting to be told what to think, what to 
do. 


The first steps in our theology should 
begin where they actually did begin in 
the study of Scripture. Our knowledge 
of Christianity should begin in a real 
familiarity with Christ and his words. 

Before there can be reading and 
study to enrich our faith, there must be 
a firm basis of Christian awareness 
against which to relate and guage and 
assess new ideas and developments. 

GENERALLY, I think, we read more 
for affirmation or confirmation of 


- convictions or attitudes at which we 
have already arrived than to pioneer 


new frontiers. 


We may read and reread passages of 
deep import without much impact, 
antil one day some experience will 
abruptly condition us to recognize what 
is being said and we find ourselves 
deeply moved. 

Frank Sheed relates in one of his 
books how for years he had explained 
the theory of the Trinity with an in- 
tellectual appreciation but no real 
understanding. One day quite suddenly 
the full implication of the teaching 
struck him with devastating impact and 
he understood what his own words had 
defined. 


COMING TO “know the faith” is a 
slow, life-time process. There is no 
quick course that will proffer all the 
answers and transform confused 
catechumens into mature, aware 
Christians. 


Life and personal experience are the 
ultimate teachers but only when based 
on growing understanding of Scripture 
and the man who was Christ. 

Sometimes a benevolent touch of 
dictatorship is the only remedy for a 
situation. Rule by committee is a 
hazardous thing at best and when what 
“the people want”’ is at variance with 
what the majority manifestly need, the 
time surely has come to exercise the 
prerogative. 


LET US LEARN about Jesus Christ, 
as he appeared to simple folk like 
ourselves. Let us hear his words and 
come to know him like a brother. There 
is no problem that does not find its 
answer in him, if we know how to find 
it.

Mary is what the world needs today 


By Cardinal Leon-Joseph Suenens 


Mary is the answer for the world 
seeking, suffering, hoping says 
Cardinal Suenens. In his address to 
the 13th International Marian 
Congress at Zagreb in August 1971, 
from which this is extracted, he saw 
Mary as the human who could help 
the world find a way. 


OUR WORLD IS living a marvellous human 
adventure. Men on the moon, discovering a 
certain green stone that might very well go back 
four billion years and more. It is a dazzling 
triumph of human science. : 


But if science opens horizons indefinitely, it 
does not, however, solve the vital, essential 
‘questions that every man raises: what is, in the 
end, the ultimate meaning of this human ad- 
venture and of my life here below? What is there 
beyond death, even if it is delayed artifically? 
This is where real human concern lies, the 
mystery that mankind is ever probing. 


It is here that Mary appears, offering men her 
Son, as the One who alone possesses the words of 
eternal life. Mary is at the heart of the mystery 


of the Incarnation. On the threshold of men’s 
search to solve the mystery of life, Mary offers 
herself to us, with a unique qualification, as the 
introducer. 


_ THE DISCOVERY of Christ is made through 
meeting the Saviour’s Mother. The Mother 
cannot be dissociated from the Child, nor the 
Child from the Mother. Mary safeguards the 
realism of the mystery of the Incarnation. She is 
a source of life, not only for piety, but for 
Christian thought. 


We need, more than ever, 4 vast movement to 
humanize the world, a movement of real 
“sweetness of life,” “vita dulcedo.” Men aspire 
to see the world traversed, as by a Gulf Stream, 
by a-vast movement of goodness, and real 
brotherhood. 


Mary offers herself to us, as a kind of rainbow, 


an oasis of peace, a refuge for the brotherhood of 
men beyond what separates them. She is a 
permanent invitation to Christians of every 
religious tradition: she urges them to rediscover 
the benefits of a unity that should never have 
been broken. 


I AM NOT SURPRISED to find Mary men- 
tioned in the Scriptures at the very time when we 
meet with the story of her Son’s passion. It can 
be said that her compassion at the foot of the 
cross is so deep that it forms one with the passion 
of her Son. 


We must gaze earnestly at Mary, standing at 
the foot of the cross. The fiat of the Annunciation, 
included, it is true, the fiat of Calvary, since the 
child to which she would give birth was to be the 
price of redemption; -but at the foot of the cross, 
Mary completed, in her heart, what God did not 
require Abraham to go through with: the 
sacrifice of her only Son. 


The Mother makes her Son’s passion her own, 
and the Son makes his Mother’s compassion his 
own... Mary made her Son’s sufferings and 
intentions her own. 


MARY. WILL HELP us to sanctify suffering 
and makes it an instrument of redemption, if we 
are able to accept it humbly, in faith, like her and 
with her. Mary too did. not understand 
everything hidden at the heart of the ordeal. 


The Gospel tells us explicitly that she did not 
understand why Jesus remained in Jerusalem 
for three days, without the knowledge of Mary 
and Joseph. But in the night of the ordeal, her 
loyalty remains indefectible. 


Today, the world is still in darkness and the 
Church is witnessing painful defections. We are 
living a new kind of Good Friday. 


IT IS PERMISSIBLE to think that we are 
advancing through this suffering towards a 
purification of the Christians that we are, 
towards a new sense of the evangelical demands. 
But dawn is not yet breaking. Mary, Mother of 
the Church, is near us in these hours of crisis. 


However deep human suffering may be, the 


hope that lives in man’s heart is tenacious and is | 


continually reborn. Man cannot but hope in a 
better world. 


Thé world asks us to help it to make it more 
human, to give it a new face. To help to create 
this better world and bring men nearer one 
another. Mary appears to us not only as she who 
gave us Christ, the hope of men, but she is also, 
in her own special way. She shows us the future 
and the anticipation of the kingdom of God. 


LIKE THE PEOPLE bearing witness to 
Christ, she herself, belonging to the human 
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family, lives in the midst of men as a community 
of exchanges, in order to keep ‘‘Christ’s Word 
alive and operating.” 


What the Word of Christ brings about in the 
world, through the mediation of all those who 
open themselves to this Word and to the extent to 
which they open themselves to it, is not a flight 
into the desert, but a very pure sense of man, 
concern for one’s neighbor without respect of 
persons, a deep transformation of human 
relations. 


In short, just what our world, in search of 
truth, justice and freedom, needs so much just 


now. 


MARY IS SHE WHO continually prepares the. 
future. It was she who gave birth to Jesus, the 
chief of the elect, and she wants his kingdom to 
come and grow in all. Mary is the one whose 


whole destiny is to hasten the coming of Christ. - 


For all men, she is Our Lady of Advent. She is 
this for the baptized, in whom Christ is already 
born, but in whom He must still grow and in- 
crease to reach his full stature. 


She is this also. for all those who have not yet 
discovered the Saviour, for those souls of 
goodwill groping for Him in the darkness, but 
who have not yet made out the signs in the sky, or 
those who, if they have seen the star shine, have 
not yet had the strength to leave the native land, 
set out and lay the gold, myrrh and incense at his 
feet. 


SHE CALLS US TO the Lord’s service, so that 
we may, with her, bring Christ to men who are 
dying because they do not know Him. In com- 
munion and in faithful and active collaboration 
with her, may Mary daily become to an in- 
creasing extent Our Lady of Epiphany for the 
world that is coming. 


Question: 


Can you _ set this 
straight, please. As 
children we were told 
that a priest’s hands 


| @ were consecrated to 


touch the Host. Now it 
seems that laymen 
may handle the Host 
and we might even 
take it in our own 
hands. What is the 
truth? 


We learn from two sources 
what the original ordination 
rite consisted of: First, St. 
Paul tells Timothy not to 
neglect ‘‘the grace that is in 
you, granted ... with the 
laying on of hands ...” (I 
Timothy 4:14). 


Secondly, less than a 
century later Hippolytus 
writes in the Apostolic 

@radition: “When one or- 


dains a priest, the bishop 
lays his hands on the can- 
didate, and all the priests 
present do the same; the 


bishop pronounces a formula 
like to that for deacons.” 


Over a period of centuries, 
this simple rite received 
many embellishments. The 
anointing of hands, made its 
appearance in the eighth 
century and probably came 
from Ireland. It was not until 
the thirteenth century that 
this practice became 
universally accepted. 


In our own time, the rite of 
ordination had acquired so 
many ceremonial details 
that Pope Pius XII felt it 
necessary to clarify what is 
essential to the rite; namely, 
the imposition of hands and 
the prayer of the bishop. 


While the revised rite still 
has an anointing and 


presentation of gifts, these. 


are secondary elements. 


- 


The anointing of hands did 
not, and does not, indicate 
the exclusive prerogative of 
the priest to touch the host. 
This is proven on historical 
grounds. 


For example, a deacon has 
always been considered a 
minister of communion — 
yet his hands are not 
anointed during the or- 
dination rite. 


Secondly, it was the 
standard and_ universal 
practice until about the 
eleventh century for the laity 
to take communion home to 
infirm relatives and also for 
the purpose of giving 
communion to themselves 
during the week. 


This practice ceased (as 
did that of receiving the Host 


Please! 


in the hand) for theological 
reasons which have been 
explained previously in this 
column. 


The testimony of history 
and liturgical theology 
demonstrate the propriety of 
bishops today to allow 
laymen to distribute com- 
munion, and the _ real 
possibility in the near future 
to allow communion in the 
hand. 


Question: 


On a recent newscast I 
saw Jackie Kennedy 
Onassis receiving Holy 
Communion at the folk 
Mass commemorating 
the fourth anniversary 
of- Robert Kennedy’s 


death. How can this 
be? 


Mrs. Onassis changed rites 
— that is, she left the Roman 
rite and joined the Greek 
Orthodox Church which we 
consider to be schismatic, 
not in union with Rome. 
Since she objectively and 
voluntarily did this, she may 
not receive the sacraments 
of the Roman Church. 


That she received com- 
munion at the anniversary 
Mass is something that she 
must reconcile with her own 
conscience, for what she did 
was objectively unlawful. 


It could be argued, I 
suppose, that the celebrant 
of that Mass should have 
refused her communion. By 
the same token, however, we 
do not know all of the ‘cir- 
cumstances. 


Rather than becoming 
uptight, we would do well to 
leave the whole matter to 
Gods2! 


Question: 


I was at a Mass 
recently where the 
choir sang a_ Latin 
hymn at the offertory, 
although the Mass was 
being said in English. 
Are we allowed to mix 
Latin and English (or 
Spanish) at Mass? 


It is allowed to interchange 
languages at Mass provided 
that the unity of the 
celebration is not impaired. 
In fact, such a practice can 
make for a very appropriate 
variety. 


An excellent example of 
this occured on Easter 
Sunday at the Mission San 


Diego de Alcala. While the - 


Mass was concelebrated in 
English, the choir sang the 
Haydn Lord Nelson Mass in 


Latin. The general feeling © 


afterwards was that the two 
blended well.

Bishop's delegates head deaneries

TWELVE priests of the 
diocese may use the initials 
V.F. after their name. 


It means they are vicars 
forane — the bishop’s 
representatives in a region 
of the diocese with delegated 
jurisdiction over certain 
matters. 


As the area supervised by 
a vicar forane is a deanery, 
he is better known as a dean, 
a terrn used more by 
Anglicans and other 
Protestants, but being 
revived by Catholics. 


NEW AND wider concepts 
of a dean’s functions and 
responsibilities are en- 
visioned for the diocese, says 
Father Lloyd V. Bourgeois, 
pastor of Holy Family 
church, Linda Vista. 


‘‘A comprehensive job 
description for deans is 
being drawn up by a priests’ 
committee and will be 
presented for discussion to

“And in helping to 
negotiate personnel 
problems in a specific area, 
a dean could be the bishop’s 
key man.

Pope notes ‘lack of trust’ in Church, 


hope in Nixon’s China, USSR summits 


VATICAN CITY (RNS) — Pope Paul VI lamented 
what he termed a “‘lack of trust’’ in the Catholic 
Church, which, he said, ‘‘at times reaches the point of 
aggressiveness’” among ‘‘a number of the faithful, 
even among priests and religious.” 


The Pope also expressed high hopes for long-term 
results from the summit meetings of President Nixon 
with Russian and Chinese leaders in Moscow and 
Peking earlier this year. 


On the issue of difficulties within the Church in the 
throes of postconciliar renewal and change, the pontiff 
said that complaints and aggressions come from 
“opposing pressures’”’ of what would be called the 
“conservative” and “‘liberal’’ faction of the Church. 


POPE PAUL USED the occasion of a traditional 
meeting with members of the College of Cardinals 
commemorating his feast day (St. John the Baptist, 
June 24) to review what he called the ‘‘general con- 
dition of the Church.” 


Referring to elements of ‘‘distrust” in the Church, 
the Pope noted that some people are fearful for the 
unity of the Church because of the nature of some of 
the initiatives and changes in the Church, which they 
feel ‘ignore tradition.” 


“But these people,”’ he said, “‘tend to remain closed 
within themselves and refuse to take their rightful 
part in the life and tasks of the Church.”’ 


“ON THE OTHER hand,” he continued, ‘“‘there is a 
lack of trust among those who think that in a 
secularized society the Church should abandon the 
majority of the forms which distinguish it . . . in order 
to listen solely to the demands of the world.”’ 


‘*A state of uneasiness derives from these opposing 
pressures, which we cannot and must not hide,’’ the 
Pope said. 

Touching on the controversial question of ‘‘ac- 
tivism’’ in the Church, the pontiff observed: ‘‘Some 
people reach the point of submitting to and preaching 
the fascination of violence, a new myth. 

“OFTEN IT (this fascination) is an extolling of a 
fait accompli, of a (politico-social) liberation that is 
not always an expression of an evangelical freedom 
born of truth and love.” 


He said that this fascination often leads people to the 


point where they ‘‘do not resist the seduction’’ of 
certain forms of socialism, which espouse ‘‘class- 


struggle, hatred and subversion, and a materialistic — 


psychology.” 


Pope Paul then spoke of the Church’s concern for 
social justice and truth. 


HE SAID THAT the Church is like ‘‘a sentry on a 
hilltop, who hears the cries of the oppresséd, the 
suffering wails of those who do not have even the 
freedom to shout aloud their sorrows, the silent ap- 
peals of those who are denied their rights and aban- 
doned in dire necessities.”’ 


The Pope pledged that the Vatican would stand fast 
in its demands and fight for the rights of Catholics, 
and others, in nations where religious freedom is 
restricted. 


“Something new is happening in the world and 
above all the very fact that meetings which until a 
short time ago one could hardly think of taking place, 
have taken place,” the Pope said. 


REFERRING TO THE Nixon meetings, he said 
‘these meetings brightened the prospects for a better 
life in the world through peace and cooperation, and 
added that it was a matter of wonderment to him that 
such meetings could take place when only a short time 
ago they would have been impossible.

Bleak future for 
parochial schools 


In PHILADELPHIA, a 
school study committee 
warned that Catholic schools 
in the archdiocese would lose 
43,260 pupils by 1975 with a 
deficit totalling $22.9 million. 


If the Catholic school 
system were to fold, it said, 
the Philadelphia Public 
School District would be 
faced with $495 million added 
costs and real estate taxes 
would probably jump from 
the present $4.47 to about $8 
per $100 of assessed 
valuation.

Book reviews 


WALKING ON WATER 
by Sister Maura, SSND. 
Newman Press, New 
York. 110 pages, $1.75. 


Poetry is more than words 
and the rhythm of sound, it is 
sense and sensibility, feeling 
and touch. Above all it is the 
awareness of the wonder of 
life. 


Rarely, a truly poetic soul 
looks at the day and finds 
deep in its people, its hap- 
penings a quality which 
touches a chord in her soul, 
sounding an echo of ten- 
derness and compassion. 


In this small book of 
prayer poems, Sister Maura 
has caught moments of 
penetrating beauty and pain 
and held them in a crystal 
clarity of perception. 


Hers is an_ intrinsically 
Christian vision, a childlike 
wonder and mature em- 
pathy. She walks, as do we 
all, ‘‘in miracles’”’ every day 
of her life. The difference is, 
Sister Maura knows it.

The late Clarence Jordan 
made a host of fans with his 


“Cotton Patch’’ versions of 
parts of the New Testament. 


He was a fiery Baptist 
preacher who _ taught 
Christian principles of social 
justice to Southern 
congregations. 

This volume _ brings 


together some of his ser- 
mons. They are remarkably 
Christian to the core. They 
speak of the bond of love, the 
nature of belief and, most 
disturbing to some 
Christians, the consequence 
of real faith. 


This modern pioneer of 
racial brotherhood was, 
indeed, a prophetic scourge 
of pious complacency and 
apathy. He taught that civil 
rights was one of the most 
compelling of moral and 
religious issues. 


If ever a book of sermons 
(!) deserved our attention, 
this one does. The preacher 
certainly believed, 
passionately, the truths he 
taught. 


PSYCHOLOGICAL DY- 
NAMICS IN RELIGIOUS 
LIVING by Charles A. 
Curran. Herder and 
Herder. 221 pages, $6.95. 


This Father Curran is the 
famous __priest-psychologist 
from Loyola University in 


Chicago. His fame rests both 
on the strength of his 
previous publications and 
because of his counseling 
institutes for priests and 
religious. 

In this book he presents 
much of the material he has 
used so well in those in- 
stitutes. His aim is the ‘‘re- 
personalization of the in- 
stitutions’ in the Church. 

Recommended (for 
thoughtful persons, 
especially at the convent 
level. 


VOCATION, FOR- 
MATION, CON- 
SECRATION AND VOWS 
by Eamonn F. 
O’Doherty. N.Y. Alba 
House. 266 pages, $6.95. 


This highly unfortunate 
book would have had little to 
offer in the 1950s, but now it 
is a simple anachronism. 
Even the order in which he 
treats the vows shows his 
preoccupation. 

He takes them in this way: 
chastity, obedience, poverty. 
After wading through his 
fifty pages on chastity I 
could only think of an old 
French cynic who com- 


plained about the 
theologians of his day: 
“They have made 


Christianity a religion of 
chastity rather than of 
charity.”

Nun becomes diaper expert ~* 


after 22 hours over Pacific

BY THE TIME the plane 
from Seoul had flown the 22 
hours over the Pacific to 
Seattle, Sister Virginia 
Rodee was an expert in 
changing baby diapers. And 
E] Cajon seemed a lot nearer 
again. 


“Though I spent most of 
my time changing diapers 
and bottle-feeding three of 
the four Korean children who 
came with me, I had lots of 
help from the good people on 
the plane,’’ said the Sacred 
Heart nun returning to San 
Diego. 


‘‘Just as soon as they got 
attached to one of them, the 
plane would land at one of 
our stops and it was time to 
give the child to its new 
foster parents.”

SISTER RODEE returned 
to her native San Diego for 
the first time since leaving 
for Seoul in 1968 as a 
missionary teaching nun. 


She brought back four 
Korean children for adoption 
through Catholic Relief 
Services in New York and 
delivered them to foster 
parents in Seattle, Chicago 
and New York before 
arriving in San Diego. 


“South Korean parents 
have a great love for their 
children and wouldn’t give 
them up except for severe 
economic -hardships,’’ she 
said. ‘“‘These are pure 
Korean children — 9, 11; 18 
months and 3 years old — 
and not offspring of 
American servicemen.” 


SISTER Rodee teaches 
English at Seoul’s Sacred 
Heart school which has 1,200 
girls in grades one to 12. 


“The school is under the 
Ministry of Education and is 
not permitted to teach 
Catholicism. Religion is 
taught to those who ask for it 
outside school hours.” 


The school usually turns 
down about 50 per cent of its 
applicants for lack of space, 
she said. 


“PARENTS bring their 


children to be educated 
under a spiritual formation, 
even though most of the girls 
are non-Christian and we 
don’t actually teach religion. 


“The minds of the Koreans 
seem to be whole-heartedly 
open to the spiritual and the 
whole process 
evangelizing them is still in 
the forefront.” 


Before going to Korea, 
Sister Rodee taught at 
Sacred Heart, Greenfield 
Hills in El Cajon which 
closed in June. 


SHE WILL BE doing 
graduate work in English at 
the University of San Diego 
and expects to return to 
Seoul in January. She is a 
graduate of USD-and Our 
Lady of Peace. 


Two brothers, John and 
Donald, also attended USD. 
Their parents are Rear Adm. 
(ret.) and Mrs. Walter F. 
Rodee formerly of Sacred 
Heart parish in Coronado, 
now residing in Pasadena.
